Office of the "Toronto Globe" 
pletely Destroyed— Risen 
From Its Ashes.

A Ten Pajjo Pauer Issued Monday- 
New Building: to Be 
Put Dp. 

Toronto, Jan. 7> — (Special )— One of the 
worst fires that has visited Toronto in many 
years occurred here early Sunday morning, 
wiping out in a few hours a million dollars 
worth of property. That one half tho 
Queen City was not swept by flames was 
due to the special interposition of Provi- 
dence, who sent a blanket of anow the day 
before to cover the buildings and prevent 
the hnmlDg brands setting fire to them. 
Tho Globe haa sufTored a terrible blow, its 
magnificent new building being a mass of 
ruins and its valuable plant being entirely 
destroyed, together with the files for a 
quarter of a century. In addition to this 
Chief Ardagh, of the firo brigade, 
is badly injured. Ooe fireman was 
killed and a number of others more 
or lesa hurt, Bealdea, the Inability of 
the fire department to contend against the 
conflagration caused a severe shook, for with 
all tho apparatus at its disposal the brigade 
aeomed powerless to cope with the fire, 

Tho fire originated in the Globe building 
and completely destroyed it. Tho printing 
plant, worth $70,000, is destroyed and the 
paper's total leas reaches $160,000, upon 
which the insurance is §100,000. The Tor- 
onto Lithographing Co. is the heaviest loaer, 
its estimated loss being $150,000, witbinanr- 
anoe less than half that amount. Mr, Mo- 
Kinnon, dry goods, lost overythlDg. Ho 
had only moved into a splendid now build- 
ing a few daya ago. He telegraphed hia old 
country buyer to ship goods inmiediuloly 
and will resunio buaiacaa. Tlio Webb cafe 
on Young atrfet, wan alao deatroyod. The 
following firms alao autlarod : Mioliio it 
Co., grocera ; Miller k Richard, 
typofou.ndera ; Hiworth k, Co , belting ; 
Wni. Brough, printing, and tho Toronto 
Lithoctraphing Co. Tho plant; of tho latter 
wae in tho Globe building, and the loae on it 
was $7o,000. The Globe building, which was 
formerly occupied by Hughes Bros., whnloaale 
dry goods, and fitted up at a cost of $75,000 
some four years ago, making it about the 
oomplotost uowepapor building in Canada, 
is now a mass of ruins. Two splendid 
Hallock prcsaea, eight Mergentbaloc typo 
aetting machinas that cost (3,000 each are 
loat. The finest stereotype pUnt, oleotrio 
motors to drive the presses, and the magni- 
flcont engine are all mined. A meeting of 
tho Ulobs direotors was held this afternoon 
and it Is likely the Globe will soon t>egin the 
erection of a finer building than the one jost 
burned. 

All the oity papers vied with each other 
in urging the Globe to make use of the 
facilitieB of their oflSoes, and the Empire, 
from whoso office tho Globo issued a ten- 
page paper this morning, two pagca larger 
thon usual, is doing everything to make the 
Globo poople comfortable till they gob tem- 
porary quarters. Tho paper thia morning 
has much the aamo look us usual, with a 
hondlrg identical ft'ith that of T'aturday'a 
issue. The Globo rain wiM OjV. I'd after 
houru' work by exp! rta laat ovouing, whon 
tho oonfontB wore found intact. 

All of the (iremnn who wero injured in 
Sund»y'a tiro are doins? well, and will pro- 
bably recover. Tho walls of the Globo and 
MoKlnnon's buildingd nro in a dangerous 
onndition, and will have to be pulled down, 
Tho aufca in the burned buildings were 
taken out to-night and their oontenta found 
uninjured. 

Ontario Hanlelpal Elections, 

Toronto, Jon. 7. — Tho munioipal okc- 
ttons to-day paaaed off quietly throughout 
Ontario. In sonio conatituencloa the P.P.A. 
oonduutod a oomp/\ign on atrictly religioua 
lin.'B, but in tho great; bulk thia issue was 
nut lalaej, pulilioly uL leuat, auJ so far tho 
reaulta received iudicito that the religioua 
iasuo out no great figure. In this city tho 
campaign wan very exciting. Mayor 
Konnody, oundidate for u second 
term, waa opposed by ex Mayor Flemieg, 
who waa defeated last year by a majority of 
4,500. Tho oomploto returns give Kennedy 
a mojority of 12 votes, and It may require 
an nliioial re-count before a dooielon is 
reached. At Hamilton, Mayor Stowart, 
Protostanb Proteotlve Assooiation candidate, 
who swept the oity last year with a major- 
ity of 1,600, was re-eleoted by 256.

DITNUJlN. 

Dr.scAN, Jan 7. — The Vancouver Island 
Flookmaatera' Aaaooi&liton held their annual 
dinner at Danom, Cowiohan, on Saturday 

evening, Captain Barkley, R.N., president, 
In the chair. The country being covered by 
about two feet of snow, prevented many 
from being present who had signified their 
intention to take part in the annual function. 
However, about forty gentlemen sat down 
to dinner, the chairtKan being supported by 
Mr. Booth, M P. P. for North Victoria, and 
formerly member for Cowiohan ; Major 
Mutter, M.P.P. for Cowiohan-Alberni. Mr. 
Shopland, vice-president of the association, 
occupied the vioe chair. A thoroughly en- 
joyable evening waa apent. Major Matter 
conveyed the regreta of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, the senior member for Cowiohan-Al- 
berni, at hia inability to attend ab the din- 
ner owing to preaure of parliamentary bnai- 
ness. 

Captain Barkley proposed the usual loyal 
toaata whioh were enthusiastically respond- 
ed to, and then he proceeded to remark the 
pleoanre that it gave bira to preside at this 
the aeoond annual dinner of the oaaooiation, 
and to announce itaoontiouedsuooesa and an 
inoreoae in the membership. The asaocia- 
tion being now inoorporated, and aiHllated 
with tbe Dominion Sheep Breedera' Society 
of Canada, he expected that it would prove 
to be a moat useful inatitution, and tbe more 
widely it became known the better it would 
be in the interests of the Flookmaatera of 
British Columbia. 

Major Mutter, having responded to the 
toast of tbe Members, gave place to Mr. 
Booth, who with hia usual strong common 
sense gave some good advice, reviewing 
Bomo of tho early sottlera' oiperiencea with 
tbeir flooks and the panthers and wolves, 
their enemies. He remarked that be 
thought the association should have been 
-called the " British Columbia Flookmasters' 
Asaoolation." The President thereupon re- 
marked that It was simply modesty which 
had prevented that being done, but that the 
association would be only too pleased to be- 
come tho Britiah Columbia Flockmasters' 
AssooiatioD, as it was fully intended to 
accept all owners of flocks In British Colum- 
bia as members at any time they might wish 
to join. After further remarks as to the 
nepssaity there is for a proper bounty being 
paid for the destruction of panthers, eto., 
whioh some of the speakers considered 
ahonld bo fixed at not lees than $10 per 
head— many being of opinion that the larger 
the bountry tbe more certain and apeedy 
the extermination wontd be, and the leas 
expensive in the end— Mr. Booth mention- 
ing that the panthers latterly killed In Salt 
Spring island coat something like $75 per 
head, and that many of tho settlers gave 
towards a fund for this purpose. Tho 
President remarked that he had a standing 
offer of §2 50 in addition to the government 
allowance of $7 SO for every panther killed 
in his part of the distriot. 

Several gentlemen assisted in keeping tho 
evening moving swiftly by B0Df;s and ahorb 
remarks, and tho following stanzis, the com- 
position of " R D y." of MoPherson's, 
were read by Mr. Forrest on behalf of the 
flocks of Cowiohan : 

Oh Maator dear, pray lend an oar 

To thia our humble dedication ; 
Tls lust this year we've come to hoar 

Of your most wise Asaooiatloni 

That led by you a gallant few 
Unfurled their flatr at Duncan's Btation,

NAWAIHO. 

Nan'AImo, Jan, 7. — One of tho most In- 
teresting ceromouiea over witnoasod in Na- 
naimo tiiok place yesterday. This was tho 
burial of Fong Song,, a member of tho 
Chinese Mftsonla fraternity, with the full 
honors of the orafb. , There were some 
hundred or mora of the order in line when 
the proocaaion to tbe cemetory was formed. 
Iheae were in full rognlii ulaasitied into tho 
various degrees, and in bhoir couiumoa with 
banners and ensigns flying made a very im. 
pnaing appearanoo. The march was bakon 
up iu time bo the strains of a peculiar 
Chinese melody. Ab tho grave, tho fu" 
burial ritual with all its minute observances 
was oarried out to the letter. 



MUKUEIl AT VANCOUVEK. 

A Witness Tcstinna t'uit I'At Cain AdnUtloil 
to lUiu lliivlu^ FlrtHl Ht a Chlutimuu. 

Vanoouvku, Jan, 7.— (Special)— Tho pro- 
llminary trial of Pat Cain, charged with 
the murder of Fi Man, a Ghlnoae. market 
gardener, on the Westminster road on Bep- 
bember 16 laat, was continued to-day. Sev- 
eral witnesaea were examined oa to hearing 
shota at 6 o'clock on that evening, tbe find- 
ing of tbe body and of the traoka of a man 
who had evidently been running. Others 
who had seen Cain proved that he must 
have been in the violnlty of tho murder at 
the time it occurred. The most Important 
ovidonoo is bhab of Liwrenoo Mooney, 
who said : .1 mob tho prisoner on Sundiy, 
bhe lOch inab. Ho aakod mo if I had heard 
of tho racket on tho Woatminstor road. Ho 
said he had a rackeb with a Chinaman 
there, I saw him again on Monday, Sep- 
tember 17. He aakod me again if I had 
hoard tho racket. I told him I had hoard 
In tho paper of the murder of a Chinaman. 
Ho aaid he had shot at a Chinaman. He had 
thoughb bho Chinaman had a " saok " ou 
him. Ho said : " 1 told him to bold up his 
hands and when he did nob I fired at him. 
Tho Chinaman jumped from his rig and 
rushed at him. Ho then fired again and 
getting soared threw his revolver In the buah 
and ran." The witness asked him how It 
was that he did nob go through the dead 
man's pockets, and he replied that he was 
too soared. Two hours' cross-examination 
failed to shake Mooney 'a story. Cain was 
given a remand till next Monday to get wit- 
nesses. 



PELA&IO SEALING. 

Coninl Boberts Beports Hhereon to the De- 
putment at WaahlnRton. 

United States Consul W. P. Roberts, at 
Vlotorla, B.C., made a report to the depart- 
ment at Washington on December 5, giving 
o£Bolal atatiatioa of the catch of aeala for 
1894. In regard to Collector Milne'a re- 
port the Conaal-Oeneral aaya : 

" In aooordanoe trlth the terma of the In- 
ternational agreement the oapbaina of ves- 
sels operating in Bahring Sea were re- 
quired to enter in their log books the lati- 
tude and longitude where tbe operationa of 
any day upon whioh they took aeals 
wero carried on, and thia being set 
forth In complete detail in the re- 
port will be precise daba as bo the 
travelling habits of the seal. To make this 
particular information more olear, a com- 
prehensive chart will accompany bhe report. 
A highly Inberesting poinb dealb wlbh Is bhe 
proportion of male and female seals, reapec- 
blvely, taken, these statistics having an all- 
Important bearing upon the question wheth- 
er or nob the seal herd is In danger of ex- 
tinction if operations are continued under 
the regulations ab present existing. It will 
bo noticed that tho figures given show a 
much larger proportion of males than bhe 
Americans have all along ocn'ended have 
been included In the catch. They have held 
that the pelagic sealing was disproportion- 
ately fatal to the females. 

"Tbe report stabes that In Behring Sea 
tbe catch was made outside the GO-mlle pro- 
tected zone in lata. 5.^, 06 and SS,iand longt- 
budes from 171 to 175, operations being oa-.- 
rled on from tbe first of Augusb to the mid 
die of September. On the Japanese coast 
seating oommenoed about lat. 36 and con- 
tinned north. None of tbe Interruptions 
usual of late years were experienced by 
those who operated in territory adjacent to 
Russian waters, the vessels all keeping well 
outside the SO-miie tone, mainly operating 
about 100 miles southeast of Copper Island. 

" On the British Columbia coast sealing 
commenced about lat. 37, and thence pro- 
ceeded northward. The fieeb returned to 
port early In May, the oloscd season being 
then on, and at the end of July those ships 
having the requisite crews of spearmen sob 
o£f for Behring Se» to try their luck under 
the new regulations. Conaidering every 
thing, thoBO who were in a position to make 
thia experiment with a hope of fair reward 
did very well, hub taking the whole fleet, It 
is claimed that the season has been barren 
of profit or advantage, except bhab bhe 
crews were enabled to make fair wages. Of 
tbe total 69 vessels operating, only 32 went 
into Behriog Sea." — Far Trade Review.

To TiiK Editou : — The neooBsity for a 
change III muuioipul govoruiiienc iu onler to 
obtuia b;tt,ter results id Bomothiog wliicti no 
ODo atloinpla to deny. Wo oinuobshut our 
eyea to wlmt IB eelf-evident. The Attoruey- 
Genorul baa bee-a oevflcely orltic z^J for thu 
bill now before tha Hoaae, nud nuturttlly to, 
beoanaeio eoDiiderabto u change an propoaud 
oonid not eaoape itroog oppoaicion ; but iho 
AHorney>General is to be credited with an 
attempt, the only one ventuied, to reform 
the present pemloioas ayatem. The remedy 
may be a bold one and by. aome ooniidored 
drasbio, but ib baa the elements of atrenxih 
in ib. 

We have heard a great deal aboa'j "popu- 
Ur rightH " and the robbing < f the peoplti ot 
tbetr legitimate fnnotiona of self-government 
and all that, bub esperlenoe is the best 
teaoher, and we find in the cities 
of the United States where the " popular 
will " hati bad the freest kind of expreaaion 
that the worst kind of abutea exist, We 
have only to look to New York and Chicago 
to 800 tliei rcBulia of unrcatrioted popular 
control. Not that the people iu themselvna 
art) incapablii of aolf governmont, but bo- 
cuUEo thoir repreatncaLivoa, ttirougli an 
oryiiuizad eyatcm ot frtiud, have dtoelved 
tliem and abuBed tho truai; repoeed in them. 
This muab alwaya bo tho result whoro 
" popularity " is the baais of ropreaontatiou. 
It may be in aocordanoe with prinoiplea of 
modern governmeut, bat it doesu'c work 
onb. 

Why is ib thab municipal govornment 
acoordicg to the free exproesion of popular 
vote has not been a greater buqcobb ? Why 
ia it in our own provinao as well aa in Canada 
generally and in the United Statea that 
thcro ia a feoliog abroad, a deep aeated con 
vicrloD, that aoinothing ia radioally wrong, 
that renulta do not conio up to oxpcc^atioiiu, 
that f.kOts do not coinoidu with thaoriou ? It. 
is this, that niunioipalitioB may be likened 
to joint stock oompaniea, in which all iho 
interests are material. Property and direoc 
taxation are the basis of all revenue expen 
ditures, Improvement, of whatever nature, 
relates to the advaoosmenb of material in- 
terests, and has for its object the promotion 
of facilities for material exiatenoe. The 
wider form of government, the provincial 
and general goveroment8,inoludcaeTerythiog 
in whioh all oltizena are equally Interested. 

I do not bold with the Attorney General 
that householders who psy rent on tlie prop- 
erty, whioh in praobloff Inolndea the taxea, 
has not a right with the landlord, bnt I do 
say that the management of a munioi- 
pal corporation should be a bnaineas 
one and carried on on lines similar 
to those of a private corporation, and not be 
merely a " popular " one. What would we 
expect of a bank, a store, a railway or a 
navigation company thab changed its man- 
agement every year ! Why, nothing abort 
of ruin, 

A change of control annually involvoa to 
a large oxtonC a change of polioy. The 
financial management, the system of public 
works and the other systems of municipal 
government should have a line of continuity 
running through them ; they should be based 
on a p<ji maneub ajstem, there should bo a 
uniformity of action. Had Victoria twenty 
yeara ago started out on a woU dtSaed sys- 
tem cf public worka everything being done in 
accordance with a comprebenalve plan, 
would Victoria to-day be in the lamentable 
position she is with streets, sowers and 
waterworks In suoh a wretched state as to 
point to the necessity almoab of beginning 
tie 7ioi;o / 

Ib ia not that the oitizani are Incapable, 
aa I said before of self governtrent, but that 
under the popnlar system of government, 
oontlnnity and perihanenoy of action haa 
been rendered impoaaible, and it always 
will be so. An alderman, a mayor or a 
chairman nf a committee may be a very 
"popnlar" man, bat aa we have ceaaon to 
know, he may be totally unfitted to control 
departmenta which require executive ability 
and expert knowledge. Once In a while the 
citizana may atonse themselves, as they do 
apaamodically in all oltles, and elect men 
for their business qualtfioatiooa, but it Is 
only to sink back into the old rub as soon as 
bhese men have served bheir term of ofHoo. 
Uo the other band the man who could nob get 
votes enough to elect him for pound keeper, 
might nevertheleaa be a moat able man in 
some department of civic adminiatration. 

Tho " dry rot " of our elective ayatem of 
municipal admicistratioo, the incurable 
canker, la that men are elected haphazard 
on account of personal popularity, cr as the 
representative of somo ehado of politics or 
social movement to perform dutiea entirely 
apart from such conalderationa, and for 
whioh they may and usually have not any 
special fitness. At the present! tin:ie the 
§2,000 salary for Mayor and $iOO for alder- 
men Is a very strong inducement to many 
whose main ability will be demonstrated in 
drawing ib. 

I believe in matters of municipal control 
in the appointive system. A man who ia 
appointed to ofEce, nine times cut of ten ia 
selected on account of apecial qualifications, 
and quite as often he is a eucoeea Take 
our judges for instance, in Canada aa a 
whole the Judiciary almost without an ex- 
ception ia oompoaed of men nf unimpeach- 
able oondnob on the bench. Why ? Baasuss 
they are placed above and independent of 
the inflaenoes that tempt men to swerve 
from the straight path to secure snpporb 
from this quarter and thab in the matnton- 
ance of their position cr to make the most of 
it during a temporary occupation. Similar- 
ly, if you appoint aa commiaaionora to carry 
out the aSairs of the city men, who are 
C|U:v1ilied, you eliminate at once thoao ele- 
monis whioh degrade our municipal politica 
into u wiro pulling machine, and the leaks 
thus stopped up, tho economy of manage- 
ment efl.oiod will muny timoa recoup thoir 
aalariof, ovon if those bo liberal, aa they 
ahould bo. 

I note tho ot jiotlon of Mr. Ikadon who, 
as a roprcstntaiivo of tho lubormg class, 
foars thiic it would place tho control of 
affairs in tho hands of " ariatoorata." That 
ia a sentimoutal objection. When ib comes 
to ruling by one man power, wo see it no- 
where exemplified more strongly than in 
the labor organizationa themselvoa. Ib has 
been found the one thing ncceaiary to their 
flucoeao to have a strong central government. 
Who in all tho United Statea, except tho 
President himself, could command and bo 
obeyed us B Aii commanded and waa obeyed ? 
In whoso handa haa been placed ao much 
authority and reapouaibility ? 

With a board of commlaaionera, properly 
safe guarded and restricted, I ace no reason 
for danger of our liberties. There ia every- 
thing to commend such a mode of govern- 
ment. One thing is certain, the city can- 
not be governed worae than it haa been in 
the paet la accordance with the free will oi 
the people. X.

ABOUT FILTER UEDS. 

To THE Editok : — There is no bettor 
method of bottoming even the deepest 
problem thin that of passing it through the 
filter of public opiniou. 

Just now iin intimate relation obtains in 
pasftiog the filter hoda of tho future through 
the public opiniuna of tho present time. 

I have road in your columns lately many 
enjoyable commuuicationa about filler boda, 
exports, their services, etc. Not being well 
posted in the matter of filter beds, I would 
have Buppcaed that the neceeaity for a first 
olaes expert to design a filter t>ed would be 
somewhat analogous to calling upon tho 
minister of agrioalturo to say what should 
ba tho deplhof manure to force a melon 
bed to maturity, but ihia is of courto an 
opinion that may not be justified by the 
facts of the o tee. 

We have here, however, experts in the 
matter of filtration of no mean experience, 
suoh as the proprietor of the Driard House, 
who could probably give either the ^ hat f 
street expert or the Taooma man long odda 
at praotioal filtration, and go to windward 
of them whether thry wanted to filter up or 
down. 

Having applied to the first mentioned 
gentleman for some points on filtration, ho 
gently opened a door at tho buck of the 
house and ictroduood me to a barrel on a 
stand lhat ho qualifaed (although i ot living) 
aa one of tha greateat exporta that ever 
stood upon legs — he explained hia method 
of filtration, whioh I am bound to say might 
appear to an unakilled peraon as one of tho 
best appUancea known to date. I think tho 
capital cost of this filter bod was somewhere 
about $o It may be described aa a con- 
doaaor of steam that la afterwarda passed 
through charcoal and gravel. 

When admiring this monument cf praoti- 
oal ingenuity the Idea naturally arises — why 
not have your own filter bed at borne and 
drink good water— and how would it be if 
the city council were to make every water 
consumer who is nob in arrears, a present of 
a filter instead of building them np ab Eik 
lake. You see the waterworka may be 
moved and iho filter bed would in thab case 
be bettor at home. 

I have heard persons, for whose opinion I 
entertain no respect, suggest that if Viotoria 
had a large population, the waterworka 
would have to be moved, and I infer from 
the letter of the Xaooma expert that thia ia 
his opinion alao. 

Conversely (aa the mathematioiana aay) 
the pohndl evidently don't expect the city 
to enlarge bo any great extent. 

Now, while I don't know anything par- 
ticular about filter beds in general, I might 
yet hope to express an opinion in parlioular 
that even the renowned Jack Bnnaby might 
be proud of, by saying to the connoii : 
" Avast my lads ! the bearings of these ere 
filters lies In the application on them," and 
common sense will always suggest thab 
when your waterworks Is out camping, and 
likely to move aoon, it la better to kotp 
your filter bed ab home unless you wanb to 
lose it. 

By the way the aame gentleman who in- 
troduced ine to tha four-legged expert in no 
novice in the matter of preasure. Ho ex- 
plained : " Tha trouble here you know is 
that we have no preseuro, but tho council 
doesn't understand the necessity of having 
It. Ib comes homo to me because now in 
the winter time I have to keep the steam 
pump going to get v?ator upstairs, although 
my service pipo ia a larga one. You see," 
he continued, " the city hall la GO feet or ao 
and tho hotel about tho aame levd, the top 
of Iho houBo 90 feet higher, both 150 feet, 
and tho level of Elk lake about 190 feeb or 
thoreahouta, and tho 40 odd feet more ia all 
used up in friction head." 

Friction head, greab Ctu^ar 1 I bboughb 
your hair looked very amooth thia morning.

Lookwood & Co., Lon- 
don, publiahor.), .^iiero on page 141 ho will 
find tho fiiluru:) nf early filter oonatruo- 
tlon — downword, upward and horizontal — 
in Scotland prior to IS IO, nnd on page 142 a 
doaoription of tho firat; auocesaful sand filter 
conatruoted during the year 1839 in London, 
by Mr. Simpson, C. E., for tho Cholaoa 
Water Company. Thia filter was on the 
downward prinuiplo, and proved autiafao- 
tory. 

If Mr. Hawka cin, aa ho aoya, " filter 100 
gallona per eijuare foot upward aa thorough- 
ly as anyone can filter 50 gallons doiriiii-ard" 
ho hos many everlaatlng fortunes in sight by 
aimply making tho rcault of hia atudiea 
known in qaartors whoro economy ia appre- 
ciated, but, unfortunately, a peraon or cor- 
poration Ib naturally slow to jsubmit to the 
proceaa of vivieection, especially when the 
experimenta contemplated are known before 
hand to be directly oppoied to aoiontifio 
prinoiplea, and to auch an extoct that within 
the last few years the goveromonta of conti- 
nental Earcpa have found it necessary to 
absolutely prohibit, whi re filtration is re- 
sorted to, a filtering speed of more than one- 
halfol the speed advocated by Mr. Hawks, 
LocAi., Talent.

OOrBBNMBNT OF 0ITIE8. 

tEheVaaQonver News Advertiser disenaaes 
the GoTernment of Cities Bill mnoh more 
ntionally Md far less arrogantly than its 
oo-lsborer in Victoria. It, however, does 
not venture to analj/ze the bill iteelf and 
show fronn its analysis that the measure 
oaght not to pass. Its oomroent^s are almost 
wholly confined to wtiat it represents as be- 
ing aaid about the bill in the Legislative 
Assembly by the Premier. This moat 
thiokini; men will say is nob a fair wny of 
treating any measure. Nothing is e&aler 
than to misrepresent, either oonaoicusly or 
anconeciously, what a'member saya in do- 
bate. The measure itself, however,' oaonot 
t>e readily miarepreaented, and it seema to 
na much bettor to disouss its provisiona than 
to criticise what anyone is reported to have 
aaid about them. It is somewhat singular 
that the Opposition nowspupora any very 
little indeed about the bill Itself. Ihia may 
be an accidental over(i((ht, but it may be 
the effect of deeign. 

The Advertiser miarepreaents the objeot 
of the bill, which according to it is 
" to make a radical change in the 
management of munioipal afliirs in city 
municipalities." The change which it is 
proposed to make oannot with any decree of 
propriety be called "radical." It is, in the 
first plaoe, optional wifh the ratepayers 
whether they avail themselTea of It or not ; 
and, in the next place, any change it may 
make, if it ia adopted, is only temporary. 
A change which is optional and temporary 
is anrely cot radical. 

The object cf the bill, it appears to 
us, is to provide for the better man- 
agement of the affairs of oltiea by, 
ior a period, substituting Commiaaioners 
appointed by the Provinoiai Government 
for an elective City Council, The Mayor, 
elected by the citizens in the usual way, ia 
to be part of the governing body. The only 
change, then, proposed to be made is to gov- 
ern the city without aldermen for three 
ycara. The Mayor and Commiaaioners are 
to have precisely tho same powers aa the 
Mayor and Aldermen have now. 

Tho now bill doca not alter tho civic fran- 
chise in any way. It simply makes the 
election of aldermen unnecessary for three 
years. 

The Advertiser contends that the con- 
stituency which has power to put the law 
into operation is too narrow. Tho bill, it 
saya, " ignores the people as a whole, and is 
baaed upon tho principle that the owners of 
real property are the only persons who are 
entitled to a voioe in the management of 
municipal afTaira." Unfortunately our oon- 
tempornry Hiveu no figures to show how far 
tho ponpio are "ignored." It should have 
been oanilid enough to admit tlint the Gov- 
ernment of Citiea Bill doea not iguoro people 
M a whole to any greater extent than in 
Almost all matters of importaaoe the Muni- 
otpallties Act now in force does. We need 
nob inform our cnntcmporary that the 
conatitnonoy which is to vote on the 
adoption of tho Government of Cities Act ia 
ozaotly the same constiluency which has 
power to decide whether a city ohali huro 
■ewers or light or water supply or pave- 
menta, or in faot any improvement or con- 
vonienoe to obtain which b debt muab be 
contracted. Tho City Counoll, whiuh ia 
elected by tho oonstituonoy of which tho 
Advertiser approves, has no power to add to 



the city's debt for any purpose what- 
ever. Any by-law which it enacts 
for the purpose of raising money 
for an Improvement, no matter how 

greatly it may be needed, muat fco 
submitted for approval or rejection to what 
is designated aa "tho comparatively email 
proportion of the oitlzena " In whoae power 
the bill under conaideration places tho adop- 
tion of the Government of Cities Act. 

It is a pity that our contemporary did 
not, before it undertook to condemn the 
new meaaaro on the ground of the amallnoas 
of tho oonstituency onlitlod to pub it In 
operation, find out the proportion bhat the 
real estate voters hoar to those who vote 
oa rental. If it did so it would, we think, 
bo surprised at the weakness of its argu- 
ment. In Victoria there are 2,878 real 
estate voters, and ail other votora number 
410. That ia about one household voter for 
every aoven real eatate Vetera. In this city 
it will not take a mathematloian to tell 
which oonstitnenoy can with propriety be 
designated "a comparatively small num- 
ber." 

It can eaaily be seen that tho argument 
based on tho disproportion between the two 
constituenoiea, whatever it may be worth, 
applies quite as well to tho present order of 
things as to that which the paasage of the 
Government of Citiea Bill will create. The 
oonatituenoy which for many years haa had 
the power to prevent improvements by tho 
rejection of money by-liwa and haa not 
abuaed that power, can surely be trusted to 
decide whether or not the time has come to 
replace the aldermen by oommisaioners. 
For our part we oonsider that the power 
which the ratepayers have so long 
exeroleed, on the wholp, judiciously, Is 
far more important — haa a greater bearing 
on the progreaa and the prosperity of tho city, 
than that with which they are to be tempor- 
arily invested by the new law. It most not 
be forgotten, too, thit the ratepayers retain 
tho same powers with respect to money by- 
laws under the Commissioners aa they pos- 
seaaed under tho rule of tho City Council. 
Nothing ia changed in that respeot. 

To talk aboub the Government of Cities 
Bill being an " autooratio " measure is sim- 
ply nonsense. The ratepayers are as free to 
accept or reject the Governmeat of 
Cities law as they are to ac- 
cept a by-law to raise money 
for the pavement of streets or tho purchase 
of a tramway. No one asserts that It Is 
either " antooratic " or unjust to give this 
power to the owners of real estate. If the 
oitonsion of the principle is to give the 
cities better government, to have their affairs 
managed in a more buaioesglike way then 
they are managed at present, we are quite 
sure that no one will complain that he will 
for three years be deprived of the nnapeak 
able privilege of voting for an alderman. 



ti:o frequontly before the people." What 
the people want to knov before they caab 
their ballots for Llliet«l oandidates ia how 
do the party propose to rednoe. taxation 
and at the same time maintain efiBciently 
the pnblio works of the country, carry on 
the government and pay the interest 
charges, and unless they are enlightened on 
this point the platform will avail bub little, 
A platform of boneat, eoinomioal govern- 
tnent, reciprocity, independence uf par- 
liamer.t and all that sort of thing 
li nothing if not carried out 

Whr.c revenue will the Liberals rfquiro 
to carry on the governmont of the country ? 
How do thoy propose to raise it? If on a 
uniform tarilf, of what per cent, 1 If on a 
protective tariff, for if nob uniform it muat 
bo protective, what olaas of importa do they 
propoBo to tax, and what per cent., and 
what olaaa will come undor tho free list ? 
Theflo are questions which must ba 
answered before tho Liberal party's profea- 
Bi'ona aro entitled to Borioua conoiderr.tion. 
People know the recjuiremonta of govern- 
ment aa at prcaont carried on ; thoy know, 
or are in a poaition to know, on what they 
are taxed and what amount. It is folly to 
expect them to throw up a definite policy 
for one that is indefinite and crowded with 
uncertainties. 

In the editor cf tho Gleaner Mr. Divlea, 
it ia qiiito evident, caught a Tartar. He 
could not have expected that the Liberal 
editor would aslc so many pertinent but 
very Inconvenient queations. It did not 
occur to him that the first question that a 
senaiblo man who road tho platform would 
ask wap, Ho-.v do tho Liberals propoao to raiao 
a revenue if they intend to inuugurato a 
policy of free trade ? If thoy propose, as 
Mr. Laurier doea, to raiso twenty millions 
or so a year by imposing duties on Importp, 
how can they mako trade free ? The editor 
of tho Gleaner will not see how the Liberal 
practice could be made to accord with the 
Liberal profcaaiona, and ho conarquontly re- 
fuacd to bo a party to what ho believed to bo 
a deception.

A 8ISQULAR OONTBNTION, 

An attempt ia being made to create the 
impression that Sir John A. Maodonald bad 

not so lato as a few days before the general 
election of 187S made up his mind on tho aub- 
jeot of protection. To those who attended 
Parliament in 1877 thie attempt appears to 
be a most singular one, It la well 
known that daring the aeitlon of 
that year Sir John A, Maodonald 
Bpolce strongly In favor of proteotioa, and 
that he, on March 2, moved a resolution In 
whioh the principle of proteotlon to native 
industry was clearly and strongly ennmer- 
ated. Hero Is the resolution : 

That tho said resolution be not now read 
a second time, but that it be resolved that 
this Uouae regrets that the financial policy 
■nbmitted biy the Government in- 
oreaaea the burthen of taxation on 
the people without any oompensat- 
ing advantage to Caaadian indnstries; 
and fnrther,thiB Home iaof opinion that the 
deSoienoy in the revenue ahoold be met by 
a diminution of ezpenditare aided by anob 
a readjustment of the Tariff aa will benefit 
tho agricultural, mining and manufacturing 
industries of the Dominion. 

In the speech whioh Sir John then made 
he aaid among other thioga : 

There ii a feeling of want of oonfidenoe 
and instead of decreasing it is expanding 
and widening. A word of enconrugement or 
a step in the way of protecting, 
developing nr sustaining our strug- 
gling induitrlea at the present time, 
would h<vve a magical effect In arousing the 
aympathiea of the people. II«id tho Govern- 
ment taicon but one step in aasialing but one 
single industry it would havo had 
a salutary tfTeot. It would have re- 
dounded to their credit and havo greatly 
raiaod them in tho eatimatlon of the couu- 
try. while at tho aamo time it T7ould, per- 
haps, in Homo degree reconcile tho people 
and tho various induatrioa to a Buaponsion cf 
their hopes for proteotlon for another ecs- 
sion. 

Further on in tho same speech Sir John 
expressed the " deep dieappuinlment" felt 
by those engaged In tho great industries o' 
tho country " that there had not been a 
complete and a thorough and eoientifio read- 
justment of the tariff, auah as would assist 
them In their development, foster them in 
their growth and reauscitato them from the 
prenent aad condition into which thoy have 
either sunlt or arof*Ht sinliing." 

A WIDB AWAKE BDITOR. 

Mr. L. H. Daviea, the leader of the Mari- 
time Province Liberals, haa baen aending to 
the newspaper editori of hia party in that 
part of the Dominion, a doonment bearing 

the title of "The Liberal Platform." The 
editor of tho Frodcricton Gleaner received a 
copy of tho platform. That gentleman 
seems to bo gifted with a fair share of think- 
ing power. Ho oannot bo Imposed on by 
glittering generalitiei or by fine aonoding 
phrases whioh aignify little or nothing. He 
looks below the surfaoo and wants the po- 
litical creed to whioh he aubtcrlbes to have 
Bomo eignificance. Ho declined to bo 
a party to doooption by keeping tho 
delusive "platform" in his paper aa a 
standing advertisement. He replied to Mr, 
Bavies' request publicly in hia editorial col. 
umns. This is part of his answer : 

Wo aro not iuolined to agree with Jlr, 
Davles that " we oannot put this platform {

To-night the last of the 1894 B.C. salmon 
fliet will sail for LivorpooL She ia the 
Britiah schooner Rimto, wbioh loaded for 
account of Findlay, Durham & Brodlo, at 
tho cuter wharf.

How tho Jiiptineso RetiiUatod on the Chinese 
for the OutrageB on the Dead 
and Dying. 

London, Jan. 7. — The limei publlahes 
advices from Kobe under data of Daoember 3 
giving alleged detalla of the maaaaore at 

Part Arthur, The Times correspondent 
states that the slaughter was carried out 
with every revolting feature of primal bar- 
barity. Four daya were apent in murder 
and pillage, and from dawn to dark hor- 
rible mutilation of every conceivable kind 
and nameleaa atroolties wore perpetrated. 
Prisoners were tied together In groups, 
riddled with bullets and then backed 
to pieces. Boats crowded with fugi- 
tives of both sexes and all agua 
received volley after volley of bullets. 
Tho s riiels were strewn with corpses, show- 
ing every ghastly form of mutilation. The 
Timea aaya editorially that it ia imposaihlo 
to doubt that the general in command could 
have atoppcd tho barbaroua mutilation if lio 
had felt so dispoaod, but hia failure to pre- 
vent it haa cast an indcliblo blot on the 
Japaneao arms imd haa gone far to deatroy 
iho admiration \\ hich Europe v/aa ao liber- 
ally extending to the Japancao. It will 
scarcely bo thought, titii;T, that tho Japan- 
eaa governmout haa hi'hprto shown culli- 
olont Bt-nailivonesa iu the matter. 

Tho corrcapnndent of tho Times alao said 
that tho niutilatinna wero carried on with 
every form that Oriental cruelty hud over 
invented. Tho aoldiora wero apparently un- 
checked in thoir deeds of blood liy their 
commandera, who, totally losing their iiuro- 
pean veneer, showed absoluto uuconocious- 
no?H of tho effeota of theso brutalitif a on 
their Weatern viaifora. They did not for- 
po'-, to bo eHusively attentive to 
them, and did not appear to 
suapoct thai their guests were 
filled with indignation and disgust.
